Arlington Park's Filly Races 
its 30-day meeting in 1936 Arlington 
Park had 240 races, of which only 14 were 
exclusively for fillies and mares, and only six 
were exclusively for fillies and mares more than 
two years old. This year 22 of Arlington Park’s 
240 races, or 9.2 per cent, were for the ladies of 
the Thoroughbred species, and 15 of these were 
for fillies and mares three years old or older 
(eight for 3-year-olds, seven for 3-year-olds and 
up). 

Apparently these races were well patronized 
and provided good “betting fields.” On two oc- 
casions the filly races filled so well that what 
was booked as one race could be split into two 
events, each with a good field. On two occasions 
curing the meeting, fillies and mares won six out 
of the eight races on the day’s card, despite the 
fact tnat on one of these days there was no 
event restricted to females. This proportion is 
rare, of course, but the fact that fillies were so 
successful on two days in the same meeting, is 
indicative, perhaps, of the good results that come 
from greater opportunities for the sex. 

We hope that Arlington Park’s management 
found the filly races as satisfactory as they ap- 
peared on paper, and that owners and trainers 
will give the management assurance of further 
cooperation in the effort to give fillies, especially 
the older divisions, the chances they deserve. The 
Chicago course has set an example which other 
tracks might well consider.

_ Note: Suffolk Downs last year had one 53-day meet- 
ing; this year it will have two meetings totaling 54 
days. The fact that the $50,000 added Massachusetts 
Handicap falls in the second meeting will bring about 
an increase in the percentage of gain in distribution. 
Woodbine Park, Canadian track not included in the 
above tabulation, showed a gain of 7.4 per cent in 
daily average distribution over 1936. 

Many charts and graphs of different lines of 
business endeavor show a return to pre-depres- 
sion standards, but in racing this is not true. 
The climb toward the old level has been very 


slow. 


Of course, it cannot be claimed that all tracks 
should raise their standards of money distribu- 
tion immediately to pre-depression levels. The 
racing map these days is very different from 
what it was 10 years ago. Much new territory 
has been added, and some of the old territory seems 
to have played out for one reason and another. 
New taxes have been added, and new expenses, 
for such items as the saliva test, finish photog- 
raphy, and starting gates. Under such conditions 
horsemen may feel grateful that the tracks have 
granted an increase of 8.1 per cent in the daily 
wages of race horses. But the money distributed 
in purses and stakes is not nearly enough to 
give the owner, trainer, and stable hands the com- 
pensation necessary to maintain the standards 
necessary for the eventual betterment of the 
sport. Until this is remedied, the sport is not 
on a sufficiently firm foundation. 
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A TRAINER’S DIARY 


By VENTURE ALL 

ULY 5. The Fourth falling on Sunday this 

year, the celebration of it was held over for 
the fifth. One could easily have imagined him- 
self in the front-line trenches “somewhere in 
France” during the late fracas. I thought every 
minute the windows would come in. The din kept 
up until just before I left for the track this 
morning, so needless to say, there was little 
sleep laid up. Horses were restless all night in 
consequence of the Yankees’ patriotism. 

Friendly galloped this morning for the first 
time in four days, having developed some swell- 
ing in his right ankle. I think he must have 
galloped on a stone and turned his ankle when 
working. Star galloped, Fig and Mabyn gal- 
loped with pony. General and Edna breezed 
three-eighths mile in :37%5 and out a half-mile 
in :513;, hard held. King worked a half-mile 
alone in :5125. Others walked. Still painting 
Kitty’s shins, as the blister has not taken much 
hold as yet, despite her rather constant pawing. 
Glow and Jim are doing well. 


JULY 6. Devil, Friendly, Fig, and Steve gal- 
loped. Star worked three-quarters mile in 1:18, 
and galloped out a mile in 1:50. This is a horse 
that cannot be worked hard, and does not lose 
his form rapidly. He appears fit and good now, 
off two half-mile breezes since his 1 1-16-mile 
race of June 14, when he ran second. King also 
worked three-quarters in 1:18 and galloped out 
another furlong in 1:33. Mabyn and Kitty gal- 
loped with pony. 


JULY 7. Mabyn and Steve went three furlongs 
in :39 as a blow-out for a work tomorrow. 
Friendly galloped one mile. Kitty again gal- 
loped with pony. Still painting the latter’s shins, 
which are now fairly well blistered. Others 
walked. 


JULY 8. Steve worked a very slow five-eighths, 
as he did not relish going alone. Friendly breezed 
three-quarters mile in 1:18 preparatory to a mile 
work tomorrow. General and Mabyn worked 
very handily as follows: :1225, :2435,:3625, :49, 
1:02, and pulled up three-quarters mile in 1:182;. 
Mabyn now appears ready for the races, although 
she distresses with an occasional cough some 
days. General seems to be coming back to con- 
dition well. Light, Fig, Edna, and King gal- 
loped with pony, and liked it. The others walked. 


JULY 9. Last night was one of those “things.” 
Hundreds of automobiles were parked along the 
beach, where they had spent the night, as I 
rode by on the way to the track at a quarter 
to five this morning. There was not a breath 
of air stirring, and the humidty was so high 
I changed all orders of the morning, and walked 
everything except Friendly. The latter is pre- 
paring for a stakes race that he cannot get 
ready for if he misses any work days. There- 
fore, I waited until 7 o’clock, when a light 
breeze sprang up, and then worked him a mile 
in 1:42. He pulled up an additional eighth in 
1:59, very handily, and on the bit all the way. 
He is now about good enough, after a_ short 
work or so. Horses were all sweating in their 
stalls, so we put up webbings at all doors and 
let them put their heads out to catch any breeze 
that might stray by. 


JULY 10. Still very hot, but a light breeze

stirring. Light, Fig, and Steve galloped. Kitty 
galloped with pony. Star and Edna breezed three- 
eighths mile in :3725 and out a half-mile in :52. 
I think Edna is as fit as can be without any 
more work. She was a bit stale when she ran 
her last race on June 16, and has since had a 
quarter-mile in :25, and a half-mile in :51%,, be- 
sides her work today. Is eating all her grain 
and plenty of hay, besides green stuff daily.King 
breezed a slow five-eighths mile as a_ blow-out 
for a mile work tomorrow. The last horses on 
the track were pursued by a swarm of green 
flies which brought blood, despite our fighting 
them off with rub-rags. I wonder what the poor 
horses are going to do going to post next week. 
Starter Milton will certainly have his troubles. 

Racing returns to Suffolk Downs Monday. I 
will enter both Edna and General in the same 
race for Monday, and run the one which draws 
the most advantageous post position. 


JULY 11. Light, General, Mabyn, Steve, and 
Fig galloped. The latter galloped one mile slowly, 
and then a second at almost a two-minute clip. 
I find that she sores up so badly after each

breeze, that I am going to attempt a “gyp” 
method of getting her to a race. This is by 
having her gallops practically all slow works, 


intended to fit her, but not cause her to go sore. 
The trouble with this method is that one never 
knows when the horse has had enough work to 
win. It accounts for the optimism held by those 
who employ this method before the race, and their 
usual sadness afterward. 

King worked the first five-eighths of his mile 
today in 1:03, which was too fast, and after 
going three-quarters in 1:16; he tired badly and 
finished his mile in 1:48, when I thought he 
might be able to go some seconds better. Kitty 
again galloped with pony. Devil's ankle is still 
hot and somewhat filled, so he is walking daily. 
I will have to give up Friendly’s stakes engage- 
ment, as his ankle has filled somewhat again 
since his work on Friday. Glow, Star, Edna, 
and Jim also walked. 

Edna drew an outside post position and Gen- 
eral number two, so I will scratch the latter, and 
run Edna. There are some good 2-year-olds en- 
tered, but with any luck, I believe Edna will win. 


“HIS FIRST WINNER .. . 
“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


Frank Kearns 


HEN Frank Kearns saddled Theen to win 

the Arlington Lassie Stakes for the Calu- 
met Stable of Warren Wright at Arlington Park 
on July 17 it marked a long step forward from 
the scene of the victory of the first winner ever 
trained by that likeable character who has train- 
ed and raced all the way from the “leaky roof” 
to the finest tracks in the country. 

Along in the autumn of 1915 Kearns purchased 
from John Whelan for $50, for the account of 
Mike Leonard, the 2-year-old chestnut filly Belle 
of the Kitchen, by Hurst Park out of Isabelle 
Hermence, by *Hermence, bred by Stone and 
Rucker at Georgetown, Ky. She was a maiden 
at the time and failed to win that year as a 
2-year-old. 

At the end of the racing season in this country 
Belle of the Kitchen, with the other horses in 
Frank Kearns’ care, was shipped to Havana, and 
it was at the Marianao track on January 4, 1916, 
that Belle of the Kitchen escaped from the maiden 
ranks and credited Frank Kearns with his first 
winner. The race was for 3-year-old maidens, 
six furlongs. Ridden by J. Pitz, carrying 115 
pounds overweight, bringing her weight up to 
1011., Belle of the Kitchen came down in front 
half a length before Smilax. Mary Blackwood 
was third, five others in the beaten field. The 
time was 1:14!;5, the value to the winner was 
$325. 

This was Frank Kearns’ first winner, but his 
favorite horse was a good honest selling plater 
named Spugs, a bay gelding by Charles Edward 
out of Shoo Fly, by *Meddler, bred by Eugene 
Rucker at Georgetown, Ky., and foaled in 1918. 
His sire, Charles Edward, was a first-class race 
horse in his day. He was a son of *Golden Garter 
out of Flora Mac, by Falsetto, foaled in 1904 
and bred by James B. Haggin. Charles Edward 
was a full brother to the accomplished Jacobite. 
Both raced under the orange and white of Sydney 


Paget and were trained by Andrew Jackson 
Joyner. Charles Edward beat Superman, Demund. 
and others in the National Stallion Stakes at

two. At three he won two races at Gravesend, 
was sold to the Patchogue Stable trained by 
Frank Taylor, and won three races in a row at 
Brighton Beach: The Brighton Mile, beating Bal- 
lot, Dr. Gardner, Nealon, and Electioneer; the 
Sea Gate Stakes, beating Dinna Ken, Montfort, 
Zambesi, and Kentucky Beau; and the Brighton 
Derby, value $11,750, with 126 pounds, running 
the mile and a half in track record time, 2:3045, 
beating Frank Gill. These three races were worth 
$18,485 and were won within a space of three 
weeks. 

But getting back to Spugs, son of Charles Ed- 
ward. He was sold as a yearling to S. T. Baxter 
for the munificent sum of $75, raced from two 
to 11, and won races the first seven years he 
raced. He failed to win at nine, 10 and 11, but 
earned something every year except the last, 
when he started but once. In his career he won 
34 races and $27,482, so he was one of those 
many racing bargains. He was a good friend to 
Frank Kearns. In 1926 when he was a 7-year- 
old he won 10 races and $8,605. This was his 
best year. Old Spugs loved to race. Twice Frank 
Kearns turned him out and paid a man to keep 
him in good condition and feed him, but Spugs 
pined away when he was not on a race track 
and Kearns took him back each time, and finally 
used him as a stable pony. 

Kearns is not quite certain in his own mind as 
to the best horse he has ever trained. He wavers 
between Larranaga, which he fitted to win the 
Grand National Handicap of Cuba, worth $39,150 
to the winner, in 1933, and Privileged, owned by 
the Calumet Stable, a good stakes winner last 
year. Larranaga, a son of Apprehension, was cut 
out to be a horse of the highest class but bad 
legs prevented his gaining higher rank. The best 
filly he has trained is probably Theen, winner of 
the Arlington Lassie Stakes. 

Like the majority of trainers, Kearns is firm 
in the belief that Man o’ War was the best horse 
he ever saw and that Princess Doreen was the 
best filly.

DIXNIANA AT DETROIT 

Leading in virtually all departments, Charles 
T. Fisher’s Dixiana topped others owners at 
the recent Detroit meeting with earnings of 
$20,635, well in front of Hal Price Headley, 
whose horses won $15,235. Dixiana’s trainer, 
Clyde Van Dusen, led other conditioners, with 16 
winners, exactly twice the number saddled by the 
three trainers, Duval Headley, P. L. Kelley, and 
J. L. MacKnight, who tied for second place 
with eight each. Dixiana’s contract rider, Char- 
ley Stevenson, led jockeys with 28 winners: J. 
Marrero was second with 25. Leading horse was 
H. P. Headley’s Whopper, which won both of his 
two starts and $8,450. 
ROCKINGHAM PARK’S INCREASE 

Rockingham Park handled a total of $4,846,059 
in wagers at the meeting recently ended, for a 
daily average of $269,225. This was a slight 
increase over the similar meeting last year, 
when the daily average for the 18 days was 
$265,082. It is still a drop from the 1935 spring 
meeting (29 days), when the daily average was 
$276,666.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


Newmarket and Sandown 


LONDON, JULY 18. 

ARMERS never get the weather to suit all 

their crops, and trainers of race horses al- 
ways have a number of horses in their stables 
which are unsuited by the prevailing state of 
the going. It was not so long ago that horses 
couldn't be galloped for fear of pulling them to 
pieces on the sodden ground, but for the past 
few weeks the conditions afoot have been de- 
cidedly firm. 

The number of racers of the Mahmoud stamp, 
which can show their best paces on a turnpike 
road, is distinctly limited, and as a consequence 
fields were small and competition only moderate 
at the Second July meeting at Newmarket and 
the Sandown Park Eclipse meeting last week. 
Newmarket’s grand turf, of course, is never really 
hard, while the Sandown track is liberally water- 
ed, so that trainers were not called upon to take 
any real risks. It seemed, however, that they 
were not in competitive mood, with the re- 
sult that, while we saw many first-class horses 
under silks during the week, none were really 
tested. It is always a pleasure to see champions 
in action, but I confess that I like to see them 
given something more than an exercise gallop 
when they have the colors on. 


Boswell 


LL the champions did not win, however, and 

we had the shock of our lives when Rhodes 
Scholar, with odds of 3 to 1 freely betted on him, 
finished fifth of the six runners for the £9,283 
Eclipse Stakes (10 furlcngs) at Sandown Park. 
Two days before the race, Rhodes Scholar had 
slipped up on the roads at his Manton training 
quarters and broken the skin on his knees, but 
Trainer Joe Lawson assured me on the day of 
the event that the injury was trivial, and he had 
not the slightest doubt about Lord Astor’s grand 
looking 4-year-old winning the Sandown prize 
as easily as he did 12 months ago. Whether 
Lawson had underrated the effects of the mis- 
hap I cannot say. All I know is that Rhodes 
Scholar, after having gained a challenging posi- 
tion two furlongs from home, “blew up.” I have 
frequently seen members of the Pharos tribe do 
the same thing, notably Rhodes Scholar in last 
year’s St. Leger, and Cameronian in the 1931 
Doncaster classic. Some of these handsome des- 
cendants of Phalaris are truly heartbreaking cus- 
tomers. Like the little girl of the nursery rhyme, 
when they are good, they are very, very good, 
and when their hearts fail them, they are just 
deplorable. 

As great a surprise as the abject failure of 
Rhodes Scholar was the victory of William Wood- 
ward’s Boswell, which started at 20 to 1 and won 
by a length and a half from the luckless Daytona. 
The winner’s stable companion, Monument, was 
a like distance away third, and His Grace fourth 
True, Boswell was the only classic winner in the 
field, but he had not won in six attempts since 
his St. Leger success. He ran without distinc- 
tion in the Ascot Gold Cup, and over ten fur- 
longs in the Royal Standard Stakes at Man- 
chester in May, he was not in the first six be- 
hind His Grace, on weight terms similar to those 
in the Eclipse. However, when the great test 
came, the good Son-in-Law blood prevailed in

the final climb to the winning post on the severe 
Sandown course. Boswell is by Bosworth (a son 
of Son-in-Law), and is the second foal of Flying 
Gal II, by *Teddy’s son, *Sir Gallahad III, out 
of *Filante, by Sardanapale. Flying Gal II won 
races in America. and was sent to England in 
1931. Her son, Boswell, which as I have fre- 
quently stated, is as good looking as any horse 
in training, was reared at Capt. A. Boyd-Roch- 
fort’s stud in County Westmeath, Ireland. 

Boswell's Eclipse success recalled the first 
occasion when the Freemason Lodge trainer, Capt. 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, won the stakes. That was 
in 1929, with *Royal Minstrel. The big grey 
also triumphed at the expense of a hot favorite 
of the Phalaris breed—-Fairway. Twelve months 
previously, Fairway had won the Eclipse in a 
canter, even as Rhodes Scholar did last year, 
and he started at 5 to 2 on to repeat the perform- 
ance. *Royal Minstrel trounced him by four 
lengths. 

Victory of Boswell, following Newmarket suc- 
cesses earlier in the week, gives Boyd-Rochfort 
a big lift in the winning trainers’ list. He is 
now a close second to Lawson, and if he can take 
the St. Leger with Perifox, the Freemason Lodge 
trainer may finish on top. The stable had a lean 
time in the early months of the campaign, and 
did not meet with the success anticipated at 
Ascot, except in the Gold Cup, but when you 
have charge of such cattle as his wealthy Ameri- 
can patrons send to Boyd-Rochfort, you are bound 
to win big money if you know anything about 
the business. And no one would deny that Bos- 
well’s trainer knows his job from A to Z. I should 
add that Mr. Woodward was not well enough 
to attend the Newmarket or Sandown meetings, 
and it was Mrs. Woodward who led in the Eclipse 
Stakes winner. 


Golden Hair Colt 


OTHING succeeds like success, and Boyd- 

Rochfort proceeded to win the big event of 
the concluding stage of the Sandown meeting, 
the valuable National Breeders’ Produce Stakes 
(five furlongs). The 2-year-old which lifted this 
nice stakes was Sir Humphrey de Trafford’s colt. 
Portmarnock, a son of Fairway. which defeated 
the Aga Khan's Tahir by a length and a half, 
with Miss Dorothy Paget’s Golden Hair colt a 
like distance away, third of 12. Tahir was con- 
ceding nine pounds to the winner and third. It 
was the first public appearance of the Golden 
Hair colt, and he ran creditably. though whether 
he will ever prove worth the 15,000 guineas which 
Miss Paget paid for him as a yearling seems very 
doubtful. It is clear that Portmarnock is a colt 
of high class, though he was beaten out of a 
place behind Sir Abe Bailey’s Ramtapa in the 
New Stakes at Ascot. 


Mirza II 

URING the three days of the Newmarket 

Second July meeting, held in sweltering heat. 
most of the weight-for-age events cup up badly. 
Odds of 1 to 20 were laid against Mirza II for 
the Chesterfield Stakes (five furlongs), and the 
Aga Khan's flying machine duly cantered away 
from his three rivals. In his four races to date, 
the son of *Blenheim II and Mumtaz Mahal, has 
won 4,980 sovereigns in stakes, and there is 4 
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lot more to come before we find the limit of his 
tether in the classic races next season. 


After this latest spectacular display, a New- 
market backer accepted 7 to 1 to £50 that Mirza 
II would win next year’s Derby. I suppose the 
odds are fair, and the bet may even show some 
hedging, but if I was in the bookmaking line of 
business, I should want to lay against the freak 
colt winning the Derby “until the cows came 
home.”

Americans 


E. WIDENER’S American colt, Unbreak- 

e able, by *Sickle out of *Blue Glass, by 
*Prince Palatine, won the Soltykoff Stakes (five 
furlongs), a race which Perifox secured 12 
months ago. Unbreakable appears to be a wilful 
sort of colt, or else he is a short runner, for he 
swerved badly when pressure was applied. With 
a view to the future I would much prefer the 
Soltykoff Stakes runner-up, Sir Abe Bailey's 
colt, Royal Sovereign. This son of Monarch made 
a highly creditable debut, and he is a stylish 
looking youngster. 


Flares, the 4-year-old own brother to Omaha, 
easily landed the long odds laid on him in a 
field of three for the Dullingham Stakes (11.2 
miles), but another odds-on chance, Sir Victor 
Sassoon’s filly, Carissa, had more to do to beat 
Daring Duchess and four others in the five-fur- 
long Spring Hall Stakes. Carissa, which was re- 
ceiving four pounds from Daring Duchess, pulled 
through by three parts of a length, but the 
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daughter of Hot Might is not the flyer that she 
promised to be.

ORD LONSDALE was present to see his 3- 

year-old filly, Tumbrel, a daughter of Dili- 
gence, which he has leased from the National 
Stud, win the 1,000 sovereigns Falmouth Stakes 
(1 mile). She made all the running to beat J. 
E. Widener’s Black Lashes by a length. In a 
field of five for the Midsummer Stakes (one mile), 
Anthony de Rothschild’s 4-year-old Midstream 
(by Blandford out of Midsummer) put up about 
the best performance of his career in beating 
Le Grand Duc a neck, with Galalane third, and 
Fairey and Phakos behind. 

The handicaps at Newmarket were not much 
more informative than the weight-for-age events, 
and the only one that I need comment upon is 
the Summer Handicap (two miles), which at- 
tracted 15 runners, most of them potential Cesare- 
witch candidates. The Yorkshire trained New- 
town Ford, a 5-year-old son of Greek Bachelor, 
which had disappointed his connections in the 
Northumberland Plate at Newcastle, won by a 
short head from African Lily, with Rodomont 
four lengths away third, and Negrier, Mrs. 
Grundy, Kept-On, Enstone, Near Relation, and 
Black Domino finishing in the order written. 
African Lily, a 55-year-old chestnut son of Spion 
Kop, was making his first appearance of the sea- 
son, and was a little unlucky to be beaten. He 
is trained at Newmarket by Ted Leader, and 
seems certain to become a greatly fancied Cesare- 
witch candidate.

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NEW YORK 

SARATOGA 

ULY 31 was the end of the first week of Sara- 

toga’s 30-day meeting, and although the up- 
state track has had the worst of the weather, it 
has drawn good crowds, and racing is going 
excellently there. Only positive development of 
the week was that the Espino mare, Esposa, is 
in top form again, for after winning the Wilson 
Stakes on July 28, she came back on Saturday 
to win the Saratoga Handicap. In other depart- 
ments there was confusion only, for the 2-year- 
olds did everything except run to form. 

Saratoga has been called the “graveyard of 
favorites,’’ but actually there were not so many 
choices buried last week. From 41 races, 20 
favorites won, or almost 50 per cent. This is 
fair for New York, is much higher than pari- 
mutuel tracks usually show. However, what left 
Saratoga bettors dizzy last week was the way 
odds-on choices behaved. Six odds-on choices 
went to post, and one, the Chilean-bred *Caballero 
II, won at 9-10. Others, all defeated, were Aner- 
oid (2-5), Pumpkin (3-5), Sailor Beware (7-10), 
Yemasee (7-10), and Drawbridge (1-3). On 
Thursday, July 29, was the worst performance, as 
two victories by split choices were all the favor- 
ites could show. 

The current week offers six stakes, of which 
the most important are the Saratoga Special, for 
2-year-olds, and the Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
Handicap, both on August 7. But also of interest 
will be the Saratoga Sales Stakes, on August 3, 
when 2-year-olds which were sold at Saratoga at 
auction last year will compete. Eligible are Bull 
Lea, Now Then, Floragina, Maetall, Bigey, Tiger, 
Mountain Ridge, C-Note, and others, with Milky 
Way Farm, owner of the last three named, hav- 
ing the strongest hand. The Saranac Handicap, 
on August 4, includes Sceneshifter and Flying 
Scot among its entries, will be a considerable 
attraction if both go to post. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


SENECA CLAIMING STAKES 

There were seven starters, over a slow track, 
for the Seneca Claiming Stakes ($2,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, six furlongs), at Saratoga July 27, 
with Mrs. E. G. Lewis’ Cardinalis (114) and 
Howe Stable’s North Riding (112) split favorites 
at 13 to 5. North Riding and Cardinalis left the 
barrier one-two, but after a half-mile North 
Riding had drawn out to lead by two lengths, and 
Cardinalis dropped back to third, as Sage Stable’s 
Mahdi (106), a son of *Dis Donc, moved up to 
contention. Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Golden Era 
(108), which had disappointed after showing 
early promise as a 2-year-old last year, and had 
been beaten off in five starts this year, began to 
come up at this point, and as North Riding fal- 
tered badly Maurice Peters drove the *Golden 
Broom gelding to the front.

Whitney’s The Chief (122), apparently unsuited 
by the going (his only previous defeat was in 
mud), seemed to have a good chance at the 
eighth-pole but sprawled and finished fifth, while 
Alvin Untermyer’s Chaps (yearling price, $800) 
came up to defeat Milky Way Farm’s Mountain 
Ridge (yearling price, $14,000) in the last six- 
teenth. Chaps (116) got away with the first 
flight, which was led by Regal Sun (116) and 
Mountain Ridge (116), but was taken under 
restraint and fell back to fifth place. After a 
half-mile Regal Sun was finished, and Mountain 
Ridge swept into the lead, the chief danger to 
him apparently being William Ziegler, Jr.'s, Red 
Glare (113), a Diavolo filly. But though the 
*Royal Minstrel colt held Red Glare, he could 
not handle Chaps, which drove down on the out- 
side, won by a neck, and was beginning to draw 
away at the finish.

ESPOSA’S WILSON STAKES 

After the finish of the Wilson Stakes ($3,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, geldings not eligible, 
one mile) at Saratoga on July 28, Jockey Eddie 
Arcaro, who had finished second with Greentree 
Stable’s Forty Winks (3-y-o, 116), claimed that 
Nick Wall had fouled him on William Ziegler, 
Jr.'s, Esposa (121) by bumping him in the 
stretch. Wall said that Arcaro had bumped him 
also, and had carried him out at the head of the 
stretch. Both were apparently correct in their 
claims, but since it is something of a principle 
with American stewards that one foul cancels 
another, the result stood. Four lengths behind 
the battling leaders finished J. A. Manfuso’s 
Aneroid (126), a 2-to-5 favorite which was taken 
back after breaking fast, and failed to respond 
to his rider’s drive later in the race.

MASSACHUSETTS 

SUFFOLK DOWNS 

HE pari-mutuel handle at Suffolk Downs dur- 

ing the third week, which ended July 31, was 
down slightly, but not enough for the variation 
to have much significance. During the week $2,- 
238,510 was wagered, for a daily average of 
$373,085. The average during the previous week 
was $381,261, but at either figure the Boston 
track is doing well. Any track running in com- 


petition with Saratoga is naturally going to be 
without the best horses, but the racing at Suf- 
folk Downs has been reasonably good, possibly

the best in New England this season. 


stakes event was offered July 31, and the result 
placed A. C. Compton’s Clingendaal among the 
better 3-year-olds in the section. A supporting 
event, a sprint for a $1,200 purse, was an easy 
conquest for Mrs. Marian Cassidy’s Bill Farns- 
worth (122), a first class sprinter. The Crack 
Brigade gelding did not have much opposition, 
for the best sprinters at the track were trying 
to go a mile in the stakes feature. 

A howl of almost universal execration rose 
when Secretary H. D. Munroe, who had done a 
good job of handicapping this year, released the 
weights for the $50,000 added Massachusetts 
Handicap, to be run next Saturday, August 7, 
A part of the discontent grew out of the fact 
that a widely circulated racing publication ac- 
cidently reported War Admiral’s impost at 112 
pounds, or three pounds less than Heelfly had to 
carry. This figure, as released by Secretary Mon- 
roe, was 122 pounds, though the fact remains 
that Heelfly would still not have much of a chance 
against the Riddle colt if the latter were in con- 
dition. Top weight went to Seabiscuit (130), with 
Aneroid two pounds below him. Aneroid ran a 
very poor race at Saratoga August 28, but the 
last time he met Seabiscuit, under 122 pounds 
each, the Hard Tack colt beat him but a nose. 
According to the weight scale, Seabiscuit and 
War Admiral are rated even, each having four 
pounds above scale. The race has been almost 
universally awarded to Seabiscuit, and the Hard 
Tack colt, in his recent high form, is a probable 
winner, particularly in the absence of some of 
the better horses among the nominations. How- 
ever racing observers will recall a number of im- 
portant races in recent years which were virtual- 
ly conceded to Discovery, Finance, Brevity, Equi- 
poise, and others, until the field hit the stretch 
with an outsider in front. 


INVADER WINS 

Chilean-bred horses have been doing extra- 
ordinarily well in North America this year, and 
the betting coup on *Caballero II (which eon- 
sisted merely of catching bookmakers offering 
long odds on an unknown horse), is already a 
matter of racing history. At Suffolk Downs July 
28 another Chilean-bred was sent out for the 
Hannah Dustin Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, fillies and mares, 1 1-16 miles). This 
was C. H. Shockley’s *Sahri II, a 5-year-old 
mare. Assigned top weight of 120 pounds, and 
made favorite at 7 to 5, *Sahri II stayed well 
restrained from the pace which J. M. Brooms’ 
Boston Mary (102) was setting, moved up as 
Greentree Stable’s Drowsy (3-y-0, 111) wrested 
the lead from the pacemaker, then ran the *Royal 
Minstrel filly down in the last furlong to win 
by two lengths. Drowsy was a length in front 
of Tall Trees Stable’s Navarre (3-y-0, 98), which

He had won three stakes in the 
section during the summer before he came up to 
the Independence Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile) at Suffolk Downs July 31, 
but he was made second choice to Motor City 
Stable’s Appealing (126), because that son of 
Wise Counsellor had run six furlongs in 1:09%5 
five days earlier. 

Clingendaal (3-y-o, 111) occasionally runs like 
a sprinter himself, and although Appealing had 
the foot to get clear in the first quarter-mile, he 
could open up no great margin over the *Phara- 
mond II colt. Zoic (115), also a sprinter, ex- 
hausted himself trying to keep in the first flight, 
and though he held third place to the eighth-pole, 
he was so tired he fell back to last place at the 
finish. Appealing went the first six furlongs in 
good fashion, but Clingendaal was still with him, 
and when Hilton Dabson asked his mount to run 
in the stretch, Clingendaal had something left. 
A furlong from the finish he was running stride 
for stride with Appealing, and in the last six- 
teenth the favorite cracked. Clingendaal went on 
to win by three lengths, while Appealing barely 
lasted to take third place by a neck from Mrs. 
A. R. Smith’s Trouper (105). Greentree Stable’s 
Chicolorado (3-y-o, 103) was fourth, a head 
farther back, and Black Gift (101) and Zoic 
completed the field. Time, :23%5, :46%5, 1:11%5, 
1:3715 (equals track record), track fast. Stakes 
division, $3,990, $1,000, $500, $250.

ARLINGTON PARK CLOSES 

ISTRIBUTING $69,575 on closing day, Arling- 

ton Park was on July 31 the center of in- 
terest in American racing. The rich Arlington 
Futurity, establishing Tiger more firmly as leader 
of the juveniles which raced at Chicago, also es- 
tablished Teddy’s Comet as a threat, though the 
latter, not engaged in major 2-year-old events at 
Saratoga, has no outstanding opportunities in the 
immediate future. Tiger, however, which was 
giving the *Teddy colt five pounds, will be a 
major candidate for the Hopeful unless he goes 
back before that race is run, on August 28. Del- 
lor’s victory in the Arlington Handicap vindi- 
cated his early classification with the better 3- 
year-olds, though the field he turned back was not 
a powerful one. Also of interest on closing day 
was a 1!,-mile event with a $1,200 purse. This 
was won by A. G. Tarn’s Mardromel, 5-year-old 
Hydromel mare. 

Since Arlington Park had raised the values of 
some of its stakes, had inaugurated new ones, 
and was offering the highest purse minimum ($1,- 
100) in America, it is gratifying to horsemen 
that the meeting was a financial success. Closing 
day brought out a crowd which wagered $689,- 
722, the second largest of the meeting, of which 
$116,377 was bet on the Futurity. For the 30-day 
meeting, the betting total was $9,446,419, a daily 
average of $314,880. 

Illinois racing now moves to Lincoln Fields, 
which opened August 2 for a 30-day meeting. 
The Chicago tracks seem well supplied with 
horses, and while tthe leading juveniles and per- 
haps a few others will probably move to Sara- 
toga, there should be enough left for Lincoln 
Fields to have good programs. 


ARLINGTON PARK’S FUTURITY 

Saratoga’s yearling sales could hardly have 
had a better advertisement than the circum- 
stances surrounding the Arlington Futurity 
($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs), run 
at Arlington Park July 31. Six of the field of 
eight, the ranking juveniles of the year, came 
from the sales ring. They cost a total of $56,800, 
and when the race was over had earned $94,340. 
They took all of the first four positions. Three 
have paid for themselves and added handsome 
dividends, and the others are making reasonable 
progress toward paying out. Thus Sky Larking, 
for which Mrs. Mars paid $13,500, has already 
won $6,785. Bull Lea has turned in $3,200 on 
the $14,000 which Calumet Farm paid for him, 
and C-Note, a $14,300 purchase by Mrs. Mars, 
has earned $4,875 thus far. Perpetuate, which 
finished last, has already won $12,095 against a 
purchase price of $2,700. 

But the big dividends, of course, came from 
the winners. For the first time since Red Rain 
and Coldstream came locked together to the 
finish of the Saratoga Special of 1935, an im- 
portant race ended in a dead heat. At the start 
Valdina Farms’ Teddy’s Comet (117) flashed to 
the front, but Tiger (122), chief reliance of the 
Milky Way Farm entry which also included 
C-Note (117) and Sky Larking (122), caught him 
in a few strides, got his head in front. The bit of 
racing fortune which enabled him to find room 
to get up on the inside was balanced by the fact 
that he got, and stayed, in close quarters. Turn- 
ing into the stretch, Teddy’s Comet took the lead, 
by a head, and held it for a furlong. In the last 
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eighth, with both Alfred Robertson, on Tiger, 
and George Smith, on the *Teddy colt, driving 
to their utmost, Tiger cut down the short lead, 
and the horses went under the wire together. 
Arlington Park placing judges waited for a 
photograph. It failed to split the two, and a 
magnifying glass was then used. This showed no 
difference either, and the race was declared a 
dead heat. 

Behind this bitter struggle, C-Note, a *Royal 
Minstrel colt, had run a good race. For the 
first three-eighths he had been restrained lightly, 
and was two lengths behind the leaders going 
into the turn. He gained slowly around the 
turn and was a length behind when straightened 
out for the drive. He could get no closer, but 
had the leaders faltered he was in position to hold 
the race for Milky Way. He finished a half-length 
in front of Bull Lea (117), Calumet Farm's *Bull 
Dog colt, which was slowly making up ground 
through the stretch. Behind him in order finished 
Bourbon King (117), Sky Larking, Menow (117), 
and Perpetuate (122). It was the second victory 
for Robertson and Milky Way, as the same 
jockey rode Case Ace to win last year’s renewal. 
Time, :2215, :4555, 1:1145, track fast. Stakes di- 
vision, $18,000 each, $3,000, $1,500.

ARLINGTON HANDICAP 

J. W. Parrish’s Dellor (3-y-0, 107) was the 
only 3-year-old which accepted weights for the 
Arlington Handicap ($20,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 114 miles) at Arlington Park July 31. 
The race was considered to be between the Mills- 
dale Stable entry, of Infantry (118) and Giant 
Killer (110), and Raoul Walsh's *Grand Manitou 
(112), and Dellor was made a weak third choice. 
But Dellor, third in the Widener Challenge Cup, 
third in the American Derby, fourth in the 
Classic, fifth in the Latonia Derby, chose the oc- 
casion to live up to the promise which made him 
a well considered Kentucky Derby candidate last 
spring. 

Infantry was rushed to the front at the start, 
and then was taken under restraint, as *Grand 
Manitou took the challenger’s position, with 
Sparta (106) third. Dellor at this point was 
fourth, under strong restraint. After six fur- 
longs had been run, *Grand Manitou made his 
run at the leader. He got up to be lapped on 
Infantry, and Charley Corbett urged his mount 
forward. Infantry disposed of *Grand Manitou 
as the field went into the turn, but found at once 
a more formidable challenger at his head. Jockey 
Sterling Young let Dellor go on the turn, and 
though the Rolled Stocking colt went rather 
wide, he was soon going along with the leader. 
As he reached the stretch he shook off Infantry, 
was a length and a half in front at the eighth- 
pole, won by five lengths with something left. 
Infantry, though faltering through the last fur- 
long, was good enough to keep second place, 
finishing three-fourths of a length in front of 
Giant Killer, which had come up after a slow 
start. A length and a half farther back *Grand 
Manitou was fourth. In order followed Sparta, 
Gyral (108), and Spanish Babe (109). Time, :23,

OHIO 
THISTLE DOWN PARK 
HIRD week of racing at Thistle Down Park 
closed on July 31, with a crowd so large that 
the capacity of the plant was taxed to the fullest, 
and a number of persons were unable to get bets 
made, because of the crowded condition of the 
betting enclosure. Exact amount of the betting 
was not disclosed, but report from the track 
said it “exceeded that of any day in the palmy 
twenties.”” Apparently Cleveland race-goers are 
reacting favorably to the improved class of rac- 
ing at Thistle Down, which is many times better 
than was offered there until last year, when the 
track came under control of the present opera- 
tors. The track, which was formerly offering rac- 
ing of about the type of that at Fairmount Park 
(also badly supported), now has much the same 
horses as raced at Detroit. Though Ohio has 
never been an enthusiastic racing state, despite 
its large population, the good attendance and in- 
terest at Thistle Down is definitely encouraging. 
In addition to the stakes event of July 31, a 
good supporting event was offered in an overnight 
handicap at one mile, won by S. G. Baker, Sr.’s, 
Yantis, a *Waygood gelding which has won 
three consecutive races at the distance at that 
track, picking up a bit of weight each time. Mid- 
week feature was a $1,500 handicap, on July 28, 
won by Mrs. M. M. Johr’s Rosselli, a son of 
*Traumer which was made favorite for the race. 


TORCHY’S SECOND STAKES 

After winning the Woodward Stakes at Detroit 
on July 5, Dixiana’s Torchy (120) did not start 
again until July 31, when the Forest City Stakes 
($2,500 added. 2-year-olds, five furlongs) was 
offered at Thistle Down Park. The Torchilla 
gelding, coupled with High Maria (120) to make 
up the Dixiana entry, hustled out of the gate to 
take the lead at once, and Radio Charm (115), 


which tried to keep up with him, got knocked 
back at the first turn and fell out of the race. 
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Then High Maria went up after her stablemate, 
but Torchy, going in his best form, drew away 
from her. He came to the finish going easily, 
five lengths in front of C. P. Le Blanc’s Sound 
Wave (115), an Infinite gelding which had come 
up fast to beat High Maria by a neck for second 
place. F. E. Morancy’s Fairflax (115), jostled 
in the early stages, recovered to be fourth, a 
length farther back. In order followed Verakee 
(112), Misgivings (112), Alup (115), Congress- 
man (115), Stands Alone (115), Play Dis (113), 
Radio Charm, and Mrs. M. J. (113). Time, :23, 
:46%5, :5845; (new track record), track fast.

DELAWARE 


SUCCESS AT DELAWARE PARK 
URING the 24 days of racing at Delaware 
Park, which closed June 26, approximately 
$6,300,000 was wagered, according to announce- 
ment of President Charles W. Baker, Jr., re- 
leased July 31. This is a daily average of 
$262,500. Biggest day was June 26, when 
$491,000 was wagered, but highest attendance 
(20,000) was on July 5. Said President Baker: 
It is a matter of extreme gratification to my assocl- 
ation and myself that Delaware Park was successful 
in operating profitably during its first season. Having 
accomplished this, which many critics did not believe 
could be done with a small margin of profit allowed, 
we now turn our thoughts to next season. The sup- 
port given our organization by the racing public ex- 
ceeded our expectations. Consequently plans are being 
drawn for the enlargement and alteration of the plant.

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SIDELIGHTS - 


Picture Book 


O hand last week came a copy of Bert 

Clark Thayer's August in Saratoga, issued by 
the Sagamore Press a short time ago, to sell at $2 
a copy. Persons who cannot spend August in 
racing’s capital may at least spend an hour or 
so there through Mr. Thayer’s volume, made up 
principally of photographs, with a small running 
text, at times hardly more than is needed for 
identification of the pictures. I like Mr. Thayer’s 
book, for the same reason that I like Mr. Thayer’s 
photography; neither is formal or posed or stiff. 
The book describes itself as “a sentimental 
journey to Horse Haven, Oklahoma, and the 
back stage to America’s grandest horse drama,” 
and that is exactly what it is. His subjects in- 
clude workouts when the morning mists are not 
yet blown away, horses unloading, being sponged 
and rubbed down, being shod, rolling in the sand, 
being bandaged. They include jockeys, exercise 
boys, swipes, stable foremen. They include also 
such things as the yearlings being shown in 
front of their stables at the sales ground, the 
endless grooming of the race track itself, and 
those antiquated horse-drawn carriages which 
all Saratoga-goers will remember having in their 
way in traffic. 

Even when Mr. Thayer gets to the track in 
the afternoon, he cannot be persuaded to go 
down and photograph the winner, or even the 
finish of a race, and comparatively few shots of 
racing are included. Instead he gets jockeys 
weighing in, crowds in the paddock where the 
horses are being saddled, post parades, starting 
gates, and the like. Only lack of which I was 
conscious was a shot of the two or three ducks 
which last summer disdained Saratoga’s generous 
infield lake, paddled about happily in the water 
jump in front of the stand, and had to be care- 
fully herded out before every steeplechase. 
Pretty much everything of August in Saratoga 
is in this book, photographed as it is, not as it 
was posed. 

Anyone who has tried it knows that a race 
track is far more interesting back stage. After- 
noons in the clubhouse are all very well, but 
mornings among the stables and along the rails, 
when the place is not dressed up for company, 
are vastly more enjoyable, and the buzzing life 
of the track, not visible at all from the stands, 
is in a very entertaining world. This is what 
Mr. Thayer has been industriously photographing, 
and this is what makes his book so welcome.

Man o' War's Quarters 


READER in Texas asks if it is true that 
Man o’' War ran a faster quarter than Bob 
Wade's record of 211, seconds, and that he was 
never beaten but once and that by Upset. The 
Second part of this is, of course, correct, and I 
am not going into the argument about the start 
of the Sanford Stakes. The judges put up Up- 
Set's number, and the bookmakers paid off, and 
it was history. 
Man o’' War’s fastest quarter, officially, was 
22°; seconds. Four of his 2-year-old races were 
down the straight and no fractions were taken, 


nor do charts show fractions for the Belmont 
Stakes. In the Grand Union Hotel Stakes Man 0’ 
War went the first quarter in :2235. As a 3- 
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year-old, with John P. Grier pushing him harder 
than he had ever been pushed, he ran the second 
quarter of the Dwyer Stakes in the same time. 

However, there are stories of quarters in less 
than 21 seconds in Man o’ War’s morning works, 
but these, of course, are not a matter of official 
record. 

Victories of the great son of Fair Play were 
not achieved by his extreme early speed, though 
almost always he took the track and kept it. 
The point of his excellence was that he could 
keep his speed as long as he needed it. For in- 
stance, in the Dwyer, after a second quarter in 
:22%5 didn’t get John P. Grier loose from him, 
Man o’ War threw in a third quarter in :2335. 
That didn’t work either, but he could slow down 
to :26%; for the fourth quarter and still hold a 
narrow lead. The last eighth went off in 131; 
seconds, exactly half the time of the fourth 
quarter, and that fixed it. In the Lawrence 
Realization, after going a mile and a half, the 
big chestnut went the last furlong in 12 seconds, 
though he was a matter of 100 lengths in front. 
In other words, his superiority lay, not in shad- 
ing :22 in the first quarter, but in being able to 
Shade :24 in the second and third, to shade :25 
in the fourth and fifth quarters. It’s a great 
method, hereby recommended to all horses. 


Prophecy 

O many predictions go astray, particularly 

in racing, that a little credit should go to 
those which prove good ones. Prowling about 
in that interesting old volume, The American 
Turf, published in 1898 by Lyman Horace Weeks, 
I came across a biographical sketch of Max 
Hirsch, then a jockey for A. H. and D. H. Morris. 
The sketch concluded: ‘‘Those who know him 
best consider that he has a long and bright 
future before him."” That was a matter of 39 
years ago, and Max Hirsch, who has developed 
Bold Venture and Dawn Play in the last two 
seasons, seems to have used up 39 years of 
that future without entirely exhausting its 
brightness. Note: Friends of Trainer Hirsch 
might find it worth their time to look up this 


volume, solely for the purpose of seeing the 
picture which accompanies the _ biographical 
sketch. 


VOTE ON NEW TRACK 

Residents of Broward County, Florida, voted 
Tuesday, August 3, to determine whether a third 
race track should be operated in the Miami 
area, but results of the election were not known 
when THE BLOOD-HORSE went to press. Although 
the proposed track would be as close to Miami 
as is Hialeah Park, residents of Miami did not 
participate in the vote, because the site of the 
track is outside of Dade county in which Miami 
is located. Miamians could not vote but could 
and did voice opposition to the move. Joseph M. 
Smoot is president of the Hollywood Jockey 
Club, which plans the racing plant that had been 
approved by the State Racing Commission. 
While Miamians declared “if racing continues at 
the present rate of increasing activity it will 
eventually destroy itself,” Smoot said, “there 
will be enough people in scuth Florida this winter 
to crowd both tracks.’”’ The new plant plans a 
$1,000 minimum purse and a $100,00 race. 
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HAMILTON 

IRST of Hamilton’s seven days of racing was 

July 31, offered a fairly good program, 
though the feature event was delayed some 16 
minutes when only two or three of the 10-horse 
field would go in the starting gate. After the 
first 15 minutes of struggle, Starter Thomas 
Rowe got permission of stewards to effect a 
walk-up start, sent the field away reasonably 
well. The winner was T. S. Cochenour’s Worthy 
Duke, a Worthmore gelding which was second 
choice in the betting, but which ran down the 
pacemaking favorite to win without difficulty. 
The race, an overnight handicap, was for a $1,000 
purse. 


JOCKEY RING 

On July 27, directors of the Incorporated 
Canadian Racing Associations indefinitely sus- 
pended Jockeys Frank Dougherty, Frank Mann, 
John Passero, Henry Palaez, Gordon R. Atkins, 
Robert B. Watson, Frank Madeley, and Colin 
MacDonald. The action grew out of the trial 
of “Manny” Feder, later dismissed, on a charge 
of conspiracy. Jockey Frank Mann testified at 
the trial that Feder had given him $400, of 
which he gave $100 each to Jockeys Madeley, 
Watson, and MacDonald, that he had later col- 
lected $305 winnings from a $100 bet on Deedie 
(the elected horse) for each boy. Jockey Madeley 
said he took the money, but rode his horse to 
win. Jockey Watson, also took the money, said 
he was afraid that otherwise he would be bumped. 
Jockey MacDonald said he didn’t know what the 
money was for, but “guessed” it was for taking 
his mount back. No announcement of the reason 
for suspension of the other four riders was made 
by the directors, but according to reports from 
racing publications these suspensions also were 
the result of participation in a jockey ring. 


COMMISSION PROMISED 


Canadian breeders and owners have _ been 
promised a government commission to govern 
horse racing in Ontario by Premier Hepburn, 
who declared the administration would sponsor 
legislation creating the commission at the next 
session of the Assembly. The Premier added 
nothing more could be done until the legislation 
was passed, but added it was the intention to 
name “men of high caliber to restore confidence 
in racing.” 

PENALTY FOR STIMULATION 

Suspension for not less than 60 days for the 
first offense of stimulating horses, of not less 
than 90 days for the second offense, indefinite 
suspension for any further offense, was decided 
upon by the Incorporated Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations on July 27, at a meeting of directors 
at Toronto. 


BARGAINS 

According to figures published by Sportswriter 
Russell Oakes, the Milky Way Stock Farm horses 
had earned $116,030 to July 1. If these figures 
are correct, his and Tiger’s dead-heat in 
the Arlington Futurity, and other races won 
during July by Milky Way Farm, have more 
than paid back the $131,500 which Mrs. Mars 
spent for yearlings at Saratoga last August. 


KENTUCKY 


DADE PARK 

RESIDENT James C. Ellis anticipated an 

excellent meeting as Dade Park made final 
preparations for the opening of its 26-day meet- 
ing on Saturday, August 7. The 1937 program 
is the fourteenth annual meeting for the West 
Kentucky track. In preparation for the program 
Dade Park spent approximately $100,000 for new 
barns and repairs necessitated by the Ohio river 
flood of last January. Opening feature on the 
program was the Inaugural Handicap for 3-year- 
olds and up at six furlongs with a $1,000 purse. 
Seven other races also are on the inaugural card. 


NEGOTIATES FOR FARM 

Leslie Combs II, of Huntington, W. Va., mem- 
ber of one of the oldest families associated with 
Thoroughbred breeding and racing in Kentucky, 
is negotiating for the purchase of a 120-acre 
farm just outside Lexington where he plans to 
enter the Thoroughbred breeding industry. The 
farm, owned by F. A. Rowland, is located on the 
Iron Works Pike between the Paris and Russell 
Cave pikes. Mr. Combs is a grandson of Leslie 
Combs and a nephew of Brownell and Lucas B. 
Combs, all well-known breeders of Lexington. 
Mr. and Mis. Combs plan to move to the farm 
from Huntington. E. B. Webb, Lexington realty 
broker, handled the transaction. 


UNFINISHED FIGHT 


Counsel for operators of the Tacoma Park 
greyhound racing plant at Dayton, Ky., declared 
that their fight with opponents of dog racing 
was not finished. However, owners of grey- 
hounds which had been raced at the dog track 
until it was closed by state officials apparently 
saw little hope of reopening the plant and moved 
their dogs elsewhere last week. Reports in Nor- 
thern Kentucky said counsel for the dog plant was 
in Wilmington, Del., to incorporate the organiza- 
tion under Delaware law, and thus open the way 
for the fight to be carried into federal court. 


HANDBOOK RAIDS 

In late June a holdup in a Lexington handbook 
brought about a grand jury investigation which 
resulted in the returning of indictments against 
49 persons, in connection with the running of 
handbooks. For a few weeks Lexington estab- 
lishments were closed, then began running 
quietly. On August 2 police raided two handbooks, 
both small, and arrested the operators, con- 
fiscated head phones, a small amount of money. 


CHINN YEARLING 

In the July 31 issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, in 
the advertisement of yearlings to be sold at 
Saratoga by Col. Phil T. Chinn, appeared a pic- 
ture of a yearling, identified as ‘Brown colt by 
Hard Tack—Nicotine, by *Brown Prince II.” 
Apparently as the result of an error in identifica- 
tion by the groom in charge of the horses, this 
was incorrect. The yearling in the photograph 
is a bay colt by Black Servant—-Conquest, by 
High Time. The Hard Tack colt, however, is 
also included in the consignment. 


JOHNNY HALEY suffered two broken ribs and 
E. Roberts a slight concussion when they fell 
with their mounts in a steeplechase at Bel Air 
(Md.) on July 30.

FOREIGN 


GERMAN DERBY 

HE sixty-ninth German Derby, run recently at 

Hamburg-Horn, had a value of about $27,500 
and attracted a field of 12 3-year-olds. Odds-on 
favorite, at 9 to 10, was the Prussian National 
Graditz Stud’s Abendfrieden, which won easily by 
two lengths from Trollius, the second choice. The 
latter was a length ahead of Iniga Isolani, the 
only filly in the field. 

The winner, which was the twelfth to carry 
the Graditz colors to victory in the German Derby, 
is a bay colt by Ferro out of Antonia, by Herald 
(by Dark Ronald) out of Adresse, by Nuage, 
third dam Antwort, by Ard Patrick. Ferro, sire 
of the winner, was himself a winner of the Ger- 
man Derby and was by the unbeaten Landgraf, 
which died two days before this year’s renewal 
of the classic. 

Abendfrieden’s female family is one of the best 
in Germany. Alchimist, winner of the German 
Derby in 1933, is by Herald out of Aversion, a 
sister to Adresse, and is thus a brother in blood 
to Abendfrieden’s dam. Arjaman, winner of the 
German St. Leger and other classics in 1933, is 
by Herald out of a daughter of Aversion. Adresse 
won the German St. Leger, Oaks, and Futurity, 
and was a great producer. *Axenstein was one 
of her less successful offspring. More than a 
dozen other high-class horses are in the immedi- 
ate family, which is the same as that of *Omar 
Khayyam. 


FIROZEPORE’S STEWARDS CUP 

The clear-cut victory of Ralph B. Strass- 
burger’s Firozepore in the Steward’s Cup, six 
furlongs, at Goodwood July 27, stamps. the 
Pennsylvania sportsman’s 3-year-old son of 
Rustom Pasha out of Farmood as one of the 
best sprinters in England. This was Firozepore’s 
fourth start and second stakes victory this year. 
Unplaced in his first start, the Severals Stakes 
at Newmarket, he showed improvement on his 
next effort, the Ely Plate at Newmarket, in 
which he was beaten a head by Mino, conced- 
ing the winner six pounds. At Newbury June 9 
he started in the Empire Stakes, five furlongs, 
under 117 pounds and won easily. 

Thirty started in the Stewards Cup and 
Firozepore, despite being allotted 115 pounds, 
was one of the choices, closing 100-8. He won 
handily. This stakes is worth in the neighbor- 
hood of $7,000 to the winner, and with the Royal 
Hunt Cup at Ascot is one of the two premier 
sprint races of England. This marked the first 
victory for a French-bred horse in this race 
since 1923 when *Epinard prevailed under 118 
pounds. And it was in all probability the first 
time an American-owned horse was successful 
since 1909, when Mediant, trained by Andrew 
Jackson Joyner, carried the silks of Herman 
B. Duryea to the fore. 


EPIGRAM WINS GOODWOOD STAKES 

The Goodwood Stakes, 2%, miles, which had 
its 111th running July 28, provided another vic- 
tory for the distance-running tribe of Son-in- 
Law. The winner was James V. Rank’s Epigram, 
4-year-old brown colt by Son-in-Law out of 
Flying Sally, by Flying Orb out of Salamandra 
(dam of Salmon-Trout), by St. Frusquin. Flying 
Orb was by Orby out of Stella, by Necromancer. 

Second in the Goodwood Stakes, beaten a 
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length and a half, was Marshall Field’s Signa- 
ture, a Gainsborough colt which had previously 
won the London Cup, 1°, miles. Another length 
back was A. J. Redman’s Sir Calidore, by Pom- 
mern. 

Epigram, the winner, had started four times 
earlier in the year, had won three races, all at 
distances of more than 1!.5 miles, and finished 
second in the other, at 1!.5 miles. 


FOREIGN NOTES 


After Mrs. Martin Benson’s Monty won the 
Great Kingston Two-Year-Old Plate at Sandown 
Park on Eclipse Stakes day, some Turf writers 
were calling him the second best 2-year-old in 
England. Monty is a bay colt by Noble Star 
(by Hapsburg out of Hesper, a mare closely 
inbred to Roi Herede) out of Notley Abbey, a 
Friar Marcus mare inbred to Cyllene. 

Boswell earned 9,283 sovereigns in winning the 
Eclipse Stakes, including 500 sovereigns for his 
breeder, who happens to be the same as his 
owner, William Woodward. This is only slightly 
less than the value of the Derby. 

Boswell’s 2-year-old half-brother, Gainly, by 
Gainsborough, also bred and owned by Mr. Wood- 
ward, made his first start in the National Breed- 
ers’ Produce Stakes, England’s richest 2-year- 
old race, at the recent Sandown Park meeting. 
He finished sixth in a field of 12. Ahead of him 
were Portmarnock, Tahir, Miss Dorothy Paget's 
expensive and unnamed Fairway—Golden Hair 
colt, Buckwood, and Saintly. 

England’s Race Course Betting Control Board 
reports a total turnover of £7,367,925 in totaliza- 
tors in England last year, an increase of £1,218,- 
672 over the total for 1935. Totalizators were 
operated during 552 days of flat and steeplechase 
racing, 144 days at point-to-point meetings, 81 
days on Pony Turf Club courses. 

Lord Howard de Walden’s Rose en Soleil, a 
young stallion by Solario—Red Rosette, by Sted- 
fast, was recently destroyed in England. He 
had been injured by a kick. 


MARYLAND 


BEL AIR 


HE Harford County Fair Association, operat- 

ing the 10-day summer meeting at Bel Air, 
opened July 28, with a pari-mutuel handle of 
$81,203, and the half-mile oval, with $400 mini- 
mum purses, seems likely to have a pleasant 
meeting. Steeplechasing, as well as flat racing, 
is a part of the program there. 


PIMLICO FUTURITY 


Pimlico’s General Manager Matt Daiger this 
week announced nominations for the Pimlico” 
Futurity which will be run during the 1937 fall 
meeting at the Maryland track, and at the same 
time said the race should gross close to the esti- 
mated $35,000. Forty-seven racing stables have 
113 juvenile colts and fillies eligible for the 
stakes, which closed in December, 1935, and 
which will be run Saturday, November 6, during 
the 11-day autumn meeting. Among the entries 
are C. V. Whitney’s The Chief, winner of the 
National Stallion Stakes, and Dauber; Milky Way 
Stable’s five including Sky Larking, Mountain 
Ridge, and C-Note; Greentree Stable’s Wood 


Song, and Ral Parr’s King Pharamond.

DR. ERRINGTON JOINS STAFF 


Dr. B. J. Errington, a graduate of Cornell and 
for six years assistant surgeon in the Cornell Vet- 
erinary College, has been added to the staff at 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station, 
University of Kentucky, at Lexington. He will 
assist in the research on equine diseases in the 
work made possible through the establishment of 
a fund of $31,000, announced in the March 27 
issue of THE BLoop-HoRSE. Dean Thomas P. 
Cooper of the Experiment Station announced Dr. 
Errington’s addition to the staff. His position is 
that of clinical pathologist and his work will be 
primarily on periodic ophthalmia. Before joining 
the staff at Lexington, Dr. Errington was located 
for one year at Morristown, N. J. Dean Cooper 
announced that another worker probably will be 
added to the staff soon. At the same time Dean 
Cooper said that physical facilities for the work 


at the Experiment Station are in shape now, that 
several horses have been sent in for use by the 
staff, and that provisions have been made for 
shelter and paddock for the animals to be used 
in research work. No definite program has been 
outlined for laboratory facilities, it was stated, 
but the Experiment Station Board has a labora- 
tory building under consideration. 


PAUL BUNYAN 

The first winner sired by Paul Bunyan, good 
stakes winner a few years ago, is Bulldozer, 
which won the first race at Arlington Park July 
8. Bulldozer, out of Flora M., was bred and raised 
at L. M. Severson’s Fox Valley Farm, St. Charles, 
Ill., where his sire and another stallion, Spic and 
Span, are at service. Now three years old, Bull- 
dozer is the only starter from Paul Bunyan’'s 
first small crop of foals.

Dawn Play is the winner of the 1937 Acorn Stakes at 
Belmont Park (value $10,100), Coaching Club American 


Oaks at Belmont Park (value $10,575), American Derby 
at Washington Park (value $25,400). 


Beaten a head in the Matron Stakes (value $12,075), 
and a length in the Selima Stakes (value $22,480) as a 
2-year-old.

SANTA ANITA STAKES 


HOUGH there is little doubt that Santa Anita 

Park will again pay tremendous dividends to 
its stockholders next year, the Los Angeles track 
is passing a share of its profits on to horsemen 
by increased purses for the 56-day meeting which 
opens Christmas Day, 1937. The daily 2-year- 
old race will still have a $1,000 purse, but other 
overnight races will be increased to a minimum 
of $1,200, and one race worth $1,500 or more 
will be offered daily. The 17 stakes which were 
offered last year will be programmed again, with 
a $13,500 increase in added money. All events 
which last season were worth $2,500 added or 
$3,500 added, have been raised to $5,000 for the 
coming season. Only important change in con- 
ditions is that the $50,000 added Santa Anita 
Derby will be at 14, miles, instead of 1 1-16 
miles, as formerly. The Santa Maria Stakes will 
be offered to 3-year-olds this year instead of to 
2-year-olds, but since it has been moved back 
past January 1, official horse birthday, it makes 
an actual change of only a week or so in the 
age of the horses which will contest it. Last 
winter the Santa Susana Stakes was exclusively 
for fillies, and next season the Santa Margarita 
Handicap, formerly an open race, will be re- 
stricted to fillies and mares three years old and 
up. The stakes schedule:

Washington’s Edwin J. Brown will 
make his address as president, and Kentucky’s 
Tom R. Underwood, secretary, will offer his 
report. After these preliminaries, William Wood- 
ward, chairman of The Jockey Club, will make 
an address the subject of which has not been 
stated. 

During the time allotted for recommendations 
and suggestions, John Hay Whitney will speak 
for the American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation, Preston M. Burch for the American 
Trainers Association, James D. Norris for the 
Thoroughbred Horse Owners and Trainers Asso- 
ciation, Daniel B. Midkiff for the Thoroughbred 
Club of America. 

The second day’s business session will be held 
in the board room at the Saratoga track. Mar- 
shall Cassidy will speak on “The Supervision of 
Racing,” Joseph E. Widener on “The Preserva- 
tion of the Thoroughbred,” and Heywood Broun 
on “The Layman’s Side of Racing.’’ Reports of 
committees will be received. 

At the third and final session, to be held at the 
Grand Union, the commissioners will hear Her- 
bert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New York 
commission, on “A Review of Racing,” and 
Arthur B. Hanccck, vice president of the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders Association, on 
“Breeding and Legislation.’’ Committee reports, 
unfinished business, and resolutions are also 
scheduled for this meeting. 


LUCKY DAY 

Wednesday, July 28, was an unusually suc- 
cessful day for Leo J. Marks, Columbus, Ohio, 
horseman, who owns the Le Mar Stock Farm at 
Lexington and who operates the Le Mar racing 
stable. At Arlington Park Owner Marks not only 
watched two of his home-bred juveniles win, but 
received even bigger thrill when he was the holder 
of one of four winning daily double tickets. Each 
ticket was worth $3,489.50. The winning com- 
bination was made up of Mr. Marks’ Many 
Strings, winner of the first race, and Young 
Agnes, winner of the second race. The Marks 
stable also saddled the winner of the fourth race 
when it sent out Mar Le, gelded son of Misstep, 
also owned by Le Mar Stock Farm. Another 
patron, who identified himself as Mr. Pumf, cash- 
ed two daily double tickets the same day. The 
pay-off was a record for Illinois. 


THE BEST HANDICAPPER 

After the death of Thomas F. Dawkins, former 
handicapper for the Jockey Club in England, 
“Audax” (Arthur Portman) commented in

RAGS AND TAGS, Greentree Stable’s sister to 
First Minstrel, won a maiden race at Empire 
City July 19. 
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THE PORTER, standing at J. H. Whitney’s Llan- 
golien Farm, Lexington, still leads the American 
sire list. The little son of Sweep is now 22 years 
old, has good handicappers in Rosemont and 
Aneroid, a good 3-year-old in Flying Scot, a good 
juvenile in Inhale.

SIRES OF WINNERS 


INCE War Admiral’s smashing successes in 

the great 3-year-old events, Man o’ War has 
been challenging what was apparently a safe 
lead by the J. H. Whitney stallion, The Porter, 
built up by victories of Rosemont, Flying Scot, 
Aneroid, Inhale and others. But as the Riddle 
campaigner has been on the sidelines, since his 
self-inflicted injury in the Belmont Stakes, The 
Porter has again taken a long lead, helped con- 
siderably of course by Flying Scot’s Classic. 
Should Aneroid succeed in the $50,000 added 
Massachusetts Handicap on August 7, the race 
would probably be over, though a brilliant 2- 
year-old sweeping the late 2-year-old events, such 
as Hopeful Stakes, Futurity, and Pimlico Fu- 
turity, might raise his sire to the top. Through 
the racing of July 31, The Porter, with a total 
of $218,120, led Man o' War by slightly more 
than $40,000, while Tiger’s share of the Arlington 
Futurity purse, together with other successes, 
lifted *Bull Dog into third place, the third sire 
to pass $100,000 this year. Considering only first 
monies, the leading sires through July 31 are:
